BRITISH ADMIT 
PLIGHT IN GREECE

CAIRO, April 25 (AP).—British 
authorities said today the situa- 


tion of their forces in Greece was 
most serious, but that they were 
putting up a tough fight against 
terrific odds after making a fur- 
Further com- 
ment was refused. 

The position to which the Brit- 
ish were retiring was not given, 
but a communique said the with- 
drawal was “orderly” and that se- 
vere casualties had been inflicted 
+on the attacking Germans. 


A Reuters dispatch from. Cairo 
said tonight that, according to 


the British were maintaining an 
unbroken line against the advane- 
ing Germans. 

The situation. of. Greek units 
still fighting was obscure, but. so 
far as was known at Cairo the 
British left flank was still in con-

LONDON, April 25 (AP).—An:in- 
formed source predicted today 
that a good proportion of British 
forces in Greece would be evacu- 
ated safely if such a move became 
necessary. 

The present battle in Greece 
might be regarded as an impor- 
tant fight between outposts in the 
impending struggle for Egypt, the 
informant said. 

The British were said to be fight- 
ing the final stages of a grim bat- 
tle to protect the withdrawal 
toward Piraeus and other embark- 
ation ports. 

No source would say that em- 
barkation had begun and only mea- 
ger news reached London but 
there was no attempt on the part 
of the British to conceal that with- 
drawal was inevitable. 

British insisted the situation was 
not so serious as it was at Dun- 
kerque,, declaring the materiel and 
personnel endangered by the Ger- 
man drive in France was much 
greater. 

Silent on Precise Number. 

The British were carefully silent 
about the exact number of troops 
in Greece and would only permit 
the statement that they are “very 
much smaller” than at Dunkerque, 
where, it was recalled, 335,000 were 
rescued. Estimates of the expedi- 
tionary force in Greece have 
ranged from 50,000 to 80,000. , 

Authoritative sources declined 
comment on a broadcast last night 
of a British commentator that no 
British soldiers have embarked 
from Greece.

500,000,000 in new revenue? 
, These and other levies, proposed 


by the staff of the joint congres- 
sional committee on 
would be in addition to a long list 
of excise taxes proposed by the 
Treasury and would yield an es- 
timated $661,000,000. 

Food taxes proposed by the 
committee staff were 5 cents a 
pound on coffee and cocoa, 10 
cents a pound on tea and 1 cent 
a pound on sugar. 

Members of the committee staff 
said the tax .on insurance pre- 
miums was proposed to cover new 
life, fire, casualty, inland, indus- 
trial and marine policies with the 
rate figured at 1° per cent ef the 
amount of the premiums. 

Other taxes in the list included. 
one of. $5 each “for the 
use of automobiles, yachts and 
planes, exclusivé of those operated 
by State or Federal Governments; 
an unspecified tax on pari mutuels 
and a corresponding tax on book- 
makers; a i-cent levy on electric 
light bulbs and.a 5 per cent tax 
on the sale price of slot machines 
and other coin-operated devices. 


‘Second Class Postage. 


The list also included a sug- 
gestion that second class postage 
be ‘placed on-a paying basis, ex- 
clusive of ‘county free delivery, 
and it was estimated would pro- 
duced $78,000,000 in revenue, The 
proposal was not further ex- 
plained. 

The ‘group suggested a 5 -per 
cent rental tax on motion picture 
films, an increase in the capital 
stock tax from $1.10 to $1.50; a 
levy of 2 cents a gallon on oil 
used for motor fuel and a 3% per 
cent tax on the production of nat- 
ural gas. 

Members of Congress appeared 
to be-in general agreement with 
Treasury officials on the need for 
the. new revenue program, . but 
dissension cropped up over specific 
methods of obtaining the vast:sum. 

The committee staff emphasized 
that its proposals “might be con- 
sidered” in addition to the levies 
recommended by the Treasury. 


Estimates on Yields. 


The biggest revenue raisers in 
the new list would be the-tax on 
use of automobiles, yachts and 
planes, which the experts estimat- 
ed would yield $160,000,000, and 
the tax on. coffee, which they fig- 
ured would produce $100,000,000 
annually. 

Other estimated yields from the 
suggested taxes were: Sugar, $69,- 
000,000; capital stock increase, 
$50,000,000; parimutuel and book- 
maker levies, $50,000,000, and in- 
surance premiums, $45,000,000.

said today. 

Carnegie: Illinois accounts for 
22,000,000 tons annually of United 
States Steel’s total of. 29,700,000. 

Of a total of 65 furnaces, Car- 
negie Illinois has 12 shut down. 
More are expected to be closed 
down next week. The current sit- 
uation indicates, it was said, that 
the concern would be very nea 
a complete shutdown between Ma 
11 and 15. 

Carnegie Illinois was said jo be 
operating a trifle under the other. 
United States Steel subsidiaries, 
but were said toe be considerably 
affected. 

Bethlehem Steel Corporation, the 
nation’s second largest producer, 
was said by President E. G. Grace 
yesterday to be operating at ca- 
pacity, and to have enough coke to 
last “a few weeks more.” 

United States Steel officers de- 
clined to comment on the situa- 
tion. The company total ingot 
making capacity is about 35 per 
cent of the nation’s aggregate. 

Steel men said even with the 
ending of the coal mining stop- 
page, it would take time to get 
coal moving, coke supplies replen- 
ished, and the industry back to 
capacity operations. ;

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4 J led Al Pass was taken 
in an embracing attack, and thus 
the enemy was thrown out of a 
strongly fortified position,” said 
the daily communique on the pierc- 
ing of the historic mountains less 
than 100 miles north of Athens, 
where the British contingent had 
held up the Nazi advance. 

“Mountain troops again had an 
outstanding share in this success,” 
the communique stated. 

- Belated reports from Therm 
pylae said the pass was taken in 
less than 48 hours although the 
fighting made “extraordinary de- 
mands” on the Germans who had 
made a 50-mile forced march. 

(This might indicate that the de- 
fenses were turned in a flanking 
maneuver, perhaps sintilar to the 
stroke delivered to Leonidas and 
his Spartan band at the same spot 
in 480 B.C.) 

Many machine-gun nests poured 
a punishing fire into. the Nazi at- 
tackers, it was said. 

Informed sources said many 
pieces of heavy artillery and war 
machinery fell into German hands 
in the pass. 

New Air Blows at Ships. 

Nazi bombers were reported con- 
tinuing relentless attacks against 
ship concentrations and airports 
in an effort to disable British 
evacuation machinery and wreck 


‘the Royal Air Force in Greece. 


Six ships were reported to have 
been sunk and 14 damaged, in- 
cluding a destroyer and two “aux- 
iliary warships,” in Greek waters 
in the last 48 hours. The 14 were 
so severely damaged that “they 
are hardly usable for embarkation 
of the British expeditionary corps,” 
said the high command. 

One 6000-ton vessel was sunk 
west of Thermia Island, it was 
said, while five other transport 
and supply ships sunk amounted 
to 21,600 tons. : ee 
$9,600 Tons in Three Days Claimed. 

In a special communique last 
night, the German high command 
asserted Nazi bombers in the last 
three days had sunk 89,600 tons 
of shipping waiting in Greek wa- 
terg to carry British troops and 
‘equipment out of the country. 

(A British radio commentator 
said in a broadcast lagt night “not 
one British soldier has re-embarked 
from Greece,” but official sources 
in London declined comment on 
the statement.) 

In attacks on an airport at Ar- 
gcse, today’s German communique 
said, 36 planes and many motor 
vehicles were destroyed on the 


ground and two more planes shot 
down in a fight. 
The exact location of the Ger- 
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advancing on Athens 
was not given, but German spokes- 
man described the Greek capital 
as a “ripe apple” left to ripen for 
German plu :tking. It was intimated 


the occupation of Athens was ex-/ 


pected to be without resistance. 
Aim Is to Avoid Shelling. | 

Earlie: informed sources had 
said the Germans were carefully 
preparing the way for a triumphal 
entry into Athens. To quéries as 
to when the fall of the city might 
be expected @ spokesman  an- 
swered: “Our military leadership 
will not be misled into making mis- 
takes by: any insignificant ques- 
tion of prestige.” 

Nazi troops will enter Athens, 
it was said, only when such a step 
is justified completely from a Ger- 
man point of view and only after 
it is assured that the city ca) be 
t .ken without destruction. : 

In this connection, authorized 
sources pointed out the German 
army had refrained from taking 
Paris at the earliest opportunity 
last spring because by waiting a 
few days it was possible to cap- 
ture the’ French capital without 
bombardment. 

“Balkan Incident” Near End. 

Responsible quarters took the 
view that the “Balkan incident” 
must be regarded as practically 
closed. 

It was assumed generally that 
the approaching conclusion of the 
campaign and settlement of vari- 
ous questions resulting therefrom 
were the main topic under dis- 
cussion at a conference yesterday 
between Adolf Hitler and Admiral 
Nicholas Horthy, Regent of Hun- 


ry. ' 

It was noted that the. meeting 
at Hitler's Balkan headquarters, 
followed closely conferences of 
Hitler, with Italian Foreign Min- 
ister Count Galeazzo Ciano and 
King Boris of Bulgaria.

Aliens who failed to register or 
who gave false information are 
liable to six months’ imprisonment | 
and $1000 fine. 

About 70,000 registrations have 
been rejected because they were 
improperly filled out and around 
230,000 receipt cards have been re- 
turned by the Postoffice Depart- 
ment because the addressees were 
not at the location given. 

The Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation is checking nearly 5,000,- 
000 sets of fingerprints against its 
files to ascertain whether any 
aliens failed to report criminal 
records.

‘You and I are familiar with the 
questions sometimes raised when 
we speak of aid to other nations. 
Why, it is asked, shotild we inter- 
est ourselves -in- the -defense of 
other countries? Surely the an- 
swer ‘is terribly clear. 

Those nations that are making 
resistance are primarily seeking 
to save themselves, their homes 
and their liberties. Great Britain, 
for instance, is acting primarily 
for her own safety. The United 
States, both in its direct defense 
effort and in the aid which it ex- 
tends to the resisting nations, is 
likewise acting primarily for its 
own safety. - 


As safety for the nations that 
are offering resistance means se- 
curity for us, aid to them is an 
essential part of our own. defense. 
Every new conquest makes avail- 
able to the aggressor greater re- 
sources for use against the remain- 
ing free peoples. Our aid to the 
resisting nations is not the mere 
crusading of a world benefactor. 
It is based on the definite knowl- 
edge that every free nation any- 
where is a bastion of strength to 
all the remaining free peoples 
everywhere. 

Sometimes the same confusion 
of thought. is expressed in a dif- 
ferenf question. Why, it is asked, 
should we care who wins? Is not 
this merely the traditional and re- 
current struggle for power? Does 
it make any ditference to Amer-| 
ica? “What difference does it 
make, to America? 

Magnets in American 

Wealth and Freedom. 

It makes a fateful difference. In 
a world which was, in the main, 
devoted to the cause of peace and 
in which no nation had designs 
upon the Western Hemisphere, we 
could, perhaps, take a detached at- 
titude. 

But evidence. has been piling up 
over several years which makes it 
perfectly plain that one group of 
powers actually does have designs 
both upon the New. World and 
upon the principles, the posses- 
sions and the way of life that are 
ours. All the military movements 
and official acts and utterances of 
these powers have confirmed the 
knowledge that we too are includ- 
ed in their plans for world doth- 
ination. Our ‘freedom’ and ~*~ our 
wealth inevitably make us magnets

Since one warring nation cannot 
successfully invade Britain across 
20 miles -of the English Channel, 
how can any nation invade us from 
across 8000 miles of the Atlantic? 


The reason why the English 
Channel has not been successfully 
crossed ig that the British have 
maintained control of that channel. 
Forty million determined Britons 
in‘a heroic resistance have convert- 
ed their island into a huge armed 
base out of which proceeds a 
steady stream of sea and air power.

NEW YORK, April 25 (AP). 
LLOWING is the tezt of the 


address of Secretary of the 
Navy Knoz before the American 
Newspaper Publishers’ Association 
last night; | 
I feel a very natural gratifica- 
tion over the opportunity -to ad- 
dress you. My satisfaction flows 
not alone from the honor you have 
done me, but because of the oppor- 
tunity which this rostrum affords 
for a frank discussion of the situa- 
tion which confronts us all. If I 


could have my choice among all 


the audiences which might be as- 
sembiled, I should have unhesitat- 
ingly have chosen this audience for 
what. I have to say. Of course, 
that feeling is a very natural one 
for me since I am a member of the 
same profession as yours, and hold 
that the free press of America, 
which you represent, wields a 
greater influence upon our nation- 
al destiny than any other single 
agency in our complex modern so0- 
ciety. 

Having thus made confession of 
my sense of indebtedness to you 
for this opportunity, may I express 
also the deep sense of personal re- 
sponsibility I feel in coming before 
you, as a life-long member of your 
profession, who, for the moment, 
is charged with a grave public re- 
sponsibility. This sense of gravity 
is increased when I remember that 
my official responsibility has to do 
with the maintenance and swift en- 
largement of the nation’s first line 
of defense in a world devastated 
by r—war whose dark shadows 
gather in threatening clouds upon 
our own horizons. 

From me, my fellow antiniail 
you have a right to expect utter 
frankness; and from me, as Sec- 
retary of the Navy, engaged in con- 
structing the greatest navy the 
world has ever seen, you have a 
right to expect the sober truth. 


“Utterly, Unreservedly, 
Opposed to Censorship.” 


Because I am a newspaper man 
as well as a public official, may I 
say that I have a very lively inter- 
est in the establishment and main- 
tenance of the: friendliest and 
frankest possible relationship be- 
tween the navy and the press. As a 
newspaper man, who has known no 
other occupation, and who feels a 
great sense of pride in his profes- 
sion, I am utterly and unreserved- 
ly opposed to-any form of compul- 
sory censorship, especially in time 
of peace. In time of war, neces- 
sarily, there must be certain vital 
military information, which no loy- 
al and patriotic newspaper man 
would want to publish anyway, 
withheld from publication; but 
even in time of war, with this sin- 
gle qualification, I am opposed to 
censorships. I believe the end de- 
sired can be achieved by a purely 
voluntary co-operation between the 
War and Navy departments and 
the newspapers. To the establish- 
ment of such a relationship, I am 
already bending my efforts and 
‘shall continue to do so as. long 
as I continue to serve as your 
Secretary of the Navy. In a democ- 
racy, in a time of grave national 
You do 
not achieve unity, whether in the 
field of labor, of capital, or of 
public relations, when you resort to 
compulsion. Unity may be achieved 
only through the processes of mu- 
tual. understanding and close co- 
operation. acs 

While the relationship. which 
should exist between those charged 
with the national defense and the 
various organs of publicity is: of 
the gravest importance, I- would 
turn your thoughts tonight to a 
far graver question: I am going 
to ask you to survey with me the 
world situation. If our survey is 
to be of use, it must be utterly 
realistic and objective. It should 
savor neither of a destructive pes- 
simism nor a blind, unreasgning 
optimism. When grave danger 
threatens to all that we cherish, 
we can afford to indulge in neitHer 
wishful thinking nor in cowardly 
defeatism. 

As Secretary of the Navy, of 
course, I do have aceess to inti- 
mate details of information, from 
all parts of the world, that are not 
available to all, but this larger and 
more intimate knowledge in no- 
wise changes the general aspect of 
the world situation as it is set 
forth daily in your publication and 
mine. 

What we all see is an America 
which is gradually becoming en- 
circled by military powers whose 
ideals, institutions and methods 
are all of them irreconcilably an- 
tagonistic to our ideals, institu- 
tions and methods. These same 
powers have also openly and re- 
peatedly proclaimed themselves 
our énemies, and. these openly 
avowed enemies have joined them- 
selves together in a pact which 
they do not hesitate to say is 
aimed at us, oe te ae, 

Will 
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Britain alone. Across the course 
of the ships that ply this single 
}route has been flung an enlarged 
fleet, no one knows how numerous, 
of submarines—submarines which, 
due to scientific discoveries, are 
vastly more effective than they 
were in the last war. The sea-go- 
ing range of these submarines has 
been immensely increased, and the 
field of their activity steadily ex- 
pands westward, far over the: line 
which divides the Atlantic between 
Europe and America. 

Possession of.convenient bases 
on the French coast has added a 
who fleet of surface raiders, 
ships of high speed, and some of 
them of great’ gun power, which 
prey disastrously upon the com- 
merce between Britain and Amer- 
ica. Finally, from bases in North- 
ern Norway and Western France, 
huge fleets of heavy bombers circle 
back and forth to add terror from 
the skies to the dangers that lurk 
along the sea lanes leading to a 
beleaguered England. Steadily the 
toll of lost ships mounts far faster 
than replacements can be made. 

To the southward of conquered 
Europe, lies the Mediterranean, an 
accustomed highway for our ocean 
commerce in times of peace. To- 
day the Mediterranean is forbid- 
den waters. On its bosom ply only 
the craft that carry supplies to 
fighting armies, anc the British 
and Italian men of war who fight 
for its control. Gone is all of our 
contact with the nations that bor- 
der that sea. 

The great continent of Africa, 
itself a field for contending ar- 
mies, offers no ports for our mer- 
chantmen’s trade. Its western 
coast, which thrusts itself half way 
across the South Atlantic, afford- 
ing excellent base for operations 
against the southern half of the 
Western Hemisphere, is denied our 
commerce. Whether we swing east- 
ward around the Cape of Good 
Hope or to the westward through 
the Straits of Magellan, we find 
enemy raider-infested seas. At the 
end of our journey, go we west- 
ward or eastward, we encounter 
an Axis partner who openly pro- 
claims he entered that partnership 
in an effort to prevent us from in- 
terfering with their policies of 
|ruthless military aggression. 
Moscow-Tokyo Pact 

“The Latest -Link.” 

The latest link in this chain of 
encirclement that is being forged 
by the Axis powers is the recently 
announced agreement between 
Russia and Japan. : 


Russia was not in any peril of 
attack by Japan. Japan not only 
has her hands full, and more than 
full, in her attempt. to subjugate 
Southern China by force of arms, 
but her aspirations are not north- 
ward, They are southward. Japan 
imperatively needed assurarice that 


North while she was pressing her 
designs in the South. Just how 
much assurance Japan feels that 
her Manchoukuo border is safe, 
I do not know, but whatever that 
assurance may be it enhances the 
likelihood of an expansion of hos- 
tilities by Japan into a region 
which’ is one of the sources. of crit- 
ical war materials for both Great 
Britain and ourselves. The con- 
clusion of this pact is certain to 
strengthen the hand of the war 
party in Japan. 
Japan's promise, on the other 
hand, not to help. Hitler if Hitler 
should attack Russia, is an empty 
promise. Japan could not help 
Russia in Europe if she wanted. to, | 
and Hitler does not need the help 
of Japan for such a purpose. 

The end, therefore, of this deal 
between Russia and Japan which 
tightens the cirele. around _ us, 
leaves Russia quite as likely an 
object of attack by Hitler as she 
was before the deal was made, and 
leaves Jnpan free from any” Rus- 
sian interference in the Far East. 
Summed up in military terms, the 
Russo-Japanese agreement makes 
Japan more secure ag she pursues 
her dream of domination of all 
Eastern Asia and leaves Russia no 
stronger in the event of an at- 
tempted Nazi seizure ‘of the 
Ukraine,

First, the bland and 
hypocritical assurance that she has 
no hostile plans.’ That is what she 
told Poland when she signed the 
Polish non-aggression pact. Then, 
the organization of a skillfully in- 
tegrated information service that 
would lay bare -our weaknesses, 
our internal divisions and our vul- 
nerable spots just as she did in 
France; and then, the organization 
of her “fifth columns,” not yet 
loosed to the maximum but suffi- 
ciently active to warn us unmis- ‘ 
takably of their presence, just as 
she did in Norway. Next, a steady 
encirclement and seizure of van- 


her attack, just exactly as she has 
done in Yugoslavia. Why, we even 
emulate the Axis victims in our 
psychology. We think we can es- 
cape while all the rest of the world 
suffers. We keep alive a wretched 
partisanship when a united patriot- 
ism should characterize our think- 


ing. We refuse to believe that the | 


Axis powers even intend to attack 
us, or could be successful if they 
did. We refuse to face the realities 
of ‘the situation in South America, 
the protection of which from suc- 


cessful invasion is a primary con- 


dition. of our defense. 

In that great region to the south 
of us, readily available as a base 
for an attack upon us, there is 
neither the military nor naval 
power to resist against invasion. 
In our fatuous complacency we 
ignore that in the present economic 
set-up, the tug of self interest 
comes from Europe and not from 


North America. We fail to give | 


due consideration to. the size and 


significance of the subversive, pro- 


Nazi elements in many of the 
countries in that region—subver- 
sive elements that would speedily 
promote revolutionary chaos to 


mean to our security if’ the Axis 
powers once gained a foothold 
close to our ‘borders. We ignore 
what that thight mean to the 
safety of the Panama Canal, the 
most vital line of communication 
under the American flag. ‘Too few 


to American hemispheric safety if 
Germany, already the conqueror of 
France, should establish herself in 
Dakar, a French colonial posses- 

sion. From .there, with her. soitane 
ships, submarines and long-range 
bombers, a_ victorious 

could substantially cut us off from 
all commerce with South America 
and make of the Monroe Doctrine 
a scrap of paper.

Because the capital is the only 
gafe place against the omnipresent 
German aviation, living accommo- 
dations are becoming scarce and 
some of the soldiers were obliged 
to sleep in the busses in which 
they arrived.

“There He Is” 


Before the first German plane 
is audible in-the natural sounding 
board of the surrounding Athentan 
hills, the siren sends the cautious 
to cellars and the curious to roofs. 
One searchlight goés on, then an- 
other. From: the seacoast, and 
from the hills, others point their 
fingers in the same direction. Sud- 
denly, “There he is,” and some- 
thing resembling a chain of glow- 
worms begins mounting in the 
sky. 

With difficulty one makes out a 
tiny, flying creature transformed 
by the glare of the searchlight 
into one of those gnats whose wings 
and organs appear transparent. 
Rarely does he dodge or twist, 
though he sometimes goes into a 
dive in order to escape. 


Upon the night’s huge moon- 
saturated face everything appears 
to happen slowly and leisurely. The 
anti-aircraft fire, like a chain of 
solemn glowworms, files upward 
along the searchlight’s beam. When 
the German is somewhere outside 
the beam usually fowr glowworms 
seem enough to handle him, but 
as soon as he is pinned in the 
light a whole hpst of lightning 
bugs come from all directions. At 
the same time powerful’ aerial 
bombs burst around him with 
deafening concussion, despite the 
great height. 


The interplay of searchlights is 
fascinating to watch. Sometimes 
they seem to make a bag of lights 
around the place where he is heard, 
then slowly tighten until the Ger- 
man’s attempt to break through 
reveals his position. 


Rarely Fall in Flames 


The planes seem to fall only 
rarely in flames. The spectator 
on the crowded roof is usually 
cheated out of the ultimate spec- 
tacle because the pilot is killed 
rather than the gas tank ignited 
and the plane plunges to earth in 
the darkness. But since raids are 
usually made by individual planes, 
the cessation of the sound of the 
engine tells its own story. 


Perhaps the’ most fascinating 
sight is ‘when a cornered pilot or- 
ders his: gunner to return fire 
inst the searchlights. Then, 


usually yellow, begin crawling 
down the beam as though walking 
upon it. ‘It would seem impossible 
to miss a target which continuous: 
ly offers a trajectory, but actually, 
as far as is ascertainable, not a 
single searchlight has yet been 
darkened.. 

Sometimes a searchlight winks 
out after the plane fires at it, but 
as soon as the next Nazi comes 
over all the polyp-like fingers of 
Athens again go feeling for him 
and the searchlight just fired upon 
is as busy as ever.

The Dutch are not so sanguine as 
to believe that, alone and unaided, 
they could defeat the Japanese in 
a prolonged conflict. But they are 
convinced that the British in Port 
Darwin and Singapore would quick- 
ly come to their assistance. 

The Indies cannot be conquered 
like Holland. Barriers of distance 
and of water stand in- the way. 
Elaborate preparations have been 
taken against surprise from the 
air or from the sea. The Dutch 
would ‘fight all the way. Even 
without help they could make an 
invasion very costly and pro- 
longed. They are sure that unaided 
they could stall off any serious 
thrust at their main island—Java 
—where most of the army is con- 
centrated, for a matter of weeks. 
By that time, a formidable air 
armada could be assembled, with 
British. co-operation. 

Dutch Have Navy. 


The Netherlands Indies are pin- 
ning their hopes on their navy, 
air force and army—in that order 
of importance. The navy consists 
of about four cruisers, 12 destroy- 
ers, 18 submarines and more than 
50 torpedo-carrying mosquito boats. 
The air arms could probably mus- 


tech} ter 200 first-line bombers and 200 


combat planes. The army would 
approach 100,000. Mechanized 
equipment is inadequate, but its 
small armg are good. The figures 
given here ‘may not be exact, but 
they are very close. 

The proportions of Europeans to 
natives in the various services is 
a fair gauge of their dependability. 
Almost all the air pilots and co- 
pilots are Dutch (including a high 
ratio of Eurasians).

This means the realization of the “new ordér in Europe”’—it will 
doubtless be followed by a tremendous propaganda campaign, designed 
to affirm the existence of a united Europe, under German leadership 
and freed from the last vestige of British influence; perhaps even by 


some sort of peace offer. 


This is always the German 
méthod, and so far it has always 
been successful—divide and rule: 
separate your enemies, and destroy 
them singly. Allow no opportunity 
for such coalitions, such co-opera- 
tive efforts as those which in the 
end destroyed Napoleon. 

Fifteen nations—Italy included— 
have now. fallen into the Nazi grip 
by the application of this princi- 
ple. But’ its last and greatest test 
remains undecided: can it be suc- 
cessfully applied to Great Britain: 
and the Untied States? | 

These two great democracies’ are, 


.when all is said and done, the chief 


enemies of Hitlerism and all that 
Hitlerism connotes to free peoples 
everywhere. 

The Nazi legions, like Napoleon’s, 
must come sometime to the sea, 
and the sea they cannot cross be- 
cause they have no fleets. ‘The 
sea conveys to their enemies the 
resources of the non-European 
world; those resources are denied 
to Germany. The sea permits the 
arsenals of North America to re- 
pienish the weapon-power of Brit- 
ain, arsenals which cannot be 
reached by German air power; the 
arsenals of Germany are all with- 
in reach of British air power. 

These are hard, cold facts which 
reduce themselves. to this—that if 
the seas can be kept open, Ger- 
many can be defeated. 

The Germans are trying desper- 
ately to close British access to the 
sea. They have excellent positions 
from which to do so; they have 


weapons designed for the purpose. 


‘They have now freed themselves 


from anxieties in Kastern Europe, 
and need assume no more unless 
they wish to. They are able to 
concentrate on their effort to cut 
off Britain from its outside sources 
of supply—to win the battle of the 
Atlantic. 


If they succeed, Britain will be 
defeated. If they do not succeed, 
Germany will be defeated. 


This is the crucial, the decisive 
campaign of this war. No Balkan 
conquest, no African thrusts, no 
interplay of forces in the Mediter- 
ranéan or the Far East can bring 
this war to a decision, save as 
they may in greater or less de- 
gree affect the battle of Britain. 


It is a recognition of this fact, 
and of the crucial importance to 
America of Britain's strategic po- 
sition in the North Atlantic 
which has resulted in the passage 
of ‘the “lease-lend” bill, and the 
appropriation of $7,000,000,000 to 
effectuate, under that bill; the man- 
ufacture and supply of weapons 
and munitions to Britain. 

It is no.use being an “arsenal 
of democracy” if those who are 
fighting for democracy cannot get

To the Bditor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N a recent press conference, Presi- 

dent Roosevelt said the American 
public fs not yet fully aware of the 
acuteness of the war situation. I have 
been wondering ever since what he 
Meant. 

Did he mean that America, the best- 
informed nation in the world today, had 
not yet been fully impressed with the 
fact that the British Empire seems to 
be losing the war? 

Or did he mean that Americans 
haven't yet been sufficiently stirred by 
the brutality abroad and the hysteria at 
home to come to the suicidal decision 
to get into the sickening mess and try 
to save Britain’s lost cause? 

I am inclined to believe the latter. 
For Mr. Roosevelt must know that it 
would be impossible for any person of 
norma] intelligence to escape the signifi- 
cance of the flood of war news which 
pours over us continually, night and day, 
from the press and the radio. 

Assuming, then, that we are as fully 
informed as it be possible for people 
who read and hear and see. to be in- 
formed, just what do we lack in neces- 
gary perception?’ To what further un- 
derstanding must we be led? To what 
course of action are we being delicately, 
or not so delicately, prodded? 

Is it that he would frighten us into 
believing that we shall be invaded in 
the next 15 days, or months, or minutes? 
Or is it that he'd like us to throw 
common sense to the winds and get into 
‘the war, all the way in, in the fallacious 
hope that we can restore the crumbling 
British Empire to its former position 
of glory on top of the world? 

On the night before election, Mr. 
Roosevelt said: “We propose and ex- 
pect to continue our lives in peace.” At 
Convention Hall in Philadelphia, Oct. 23, 
he said: “We are arming ourselves not 
for any purpose of conquest or interven- 
tion in foreign disputes. We will not 
participate in foreign wars, and we will 
not send our army, naval or air forces 
to fight in foreign lands outside of the 
Americas, except in case of attack.” 

As everyone knows, we have not been 
attacked. We are in no immediate dan- 
ger of attack unless we start sending 
American ships into danger zones. 

Tragic events have been added to the 
terrible scroll of history since our Presi- 
dent spoke those words. But nothing 
has happened to justify him in forget- 
ting or repudiating his solemn pledge 
to us. Rather, events would seem to 
indicate that now, as never before, Amer- 
ica should look to her own defenses 
and stop indulging in romantic dreams 
of making the world safe for democracy. 

America can’t make the world safe 
for anything. To believe that we can 
is to believe that we have the ability, 
the wisdom and the resources to re- 
make the world, which is a far-fetched 
dream when one considers the trouble 
we have making democracy work here 
in our own country. 

The only way to preserve the four 
freedoms Mr. Roosevelt has promised 
the world is to keep those freedoms alive 
until the fury in Europe has spent itself. 

We cannot give those freedoms to any- 
one, for they can’t be given away. They 
have to be earned. Certainly, we can’t 
graft them into the unwilling side of 
Europe with a sword incision. 

Whoever says we can is misleading us 
through ignorance, through willful deter-’ 
mination to save, or try to save, a lost 
cause or through a tragically mistaken 
idea of how democratic ideals are per- 
petuated.

“vents have shown beyond possible question that 
the safety of this hemisphere and of this country 
calls for resistance wherever resistance will be 
most effective.” 

A fourth member of the President’s official family, 
Vice-President Wallace, two weeks ago said, “The 
United States now has her second opportunity to 
make the world safe for democracy,” meaning, of 
course, that we should repeat our history of 1917-18. 
Following Wallace’s speech and preceding those of 
Wickard, Knox and Hull, we had the testimony of 
Secretary Stimson that the United States army must 
be prepared to fight anywhere in the world. Secre- 
tary of Commerce Jesse Jones, a fifth member of the 
Cabinet, at the Associated Press convention, added 
his voice to the chorus. Secretary Ickes, a sixth 
member of the Cabinet, in a Chicago speech the 
other day, smeared citizens who are opposed to in- 
tervention. Sandwiched in these utterances were 
speeches of “Willi Bill” Donovan, who helped en- 
gineer the Yugoslav revolt, former Ambassador Bul- 
litt, whose oratorical gifts have been drawn upon 
more than once to make belligerent speeches, and 
Paul MeNutt, the Federal Security Administrator. 

All this fits into a pattern. A rolling barrage 
of propaganda is being laid down to arouse the people 
out of what is called “apathy,” but which really 
is firm resistance to open participation in the war. 
The people, well-informed by press and radio, know 
what is going on in Europe. They are not poor, be- 
nighted heathens, but the most literate and intelli- 
gent population on earth. They know that Britain's 
downfall would be tragic and would bring all sorts 
of desperate problems in its train. They. want to 
help Britain in all possible ways—short of war. 

The people also are for defense to the hilt. “Mil- 
lions for defense,” was the cry when our country was 
young. Today the cry is, “Billions for defense.” The 
people are not asleep. They know the menace of 
Hitlerism just as the State Department does. The 
people of the United States will fight to the last man 
to save the soil of America. They have not been con-

OTHING is to be gained,” said Vis- 
count Halifax in a speech in New 
York, “by uriderrating the grave re- 
percussions caused by the events of the 
last few days in the Balkans and North 
Africa.” And he further intimated that the 
“Battle of the Atlantic” can be won by 


Britain only if “our joint resources are, to 


the full limit of our respective possibilities, 
brought to bear.” 

In this address to the English-Speaking 
Union, the British Ambassador did not men- 
tion the new Russo-Japanese treaty, which 
is a fourth factor of enormous potential 
significance in the present international pic- 

e: But even with this omission, he said 
nough to discourage for good that wishful 

inking which has throughout been so 
haracteristic of our national attitude to- 
ward the war. 

When Mr. Churchill’s envoy decides that 
it is desirable to be realistic in discussing 


‘the situation with Americans, one may as- 
‘sume that it is even more appropriate for 


us to endeavor to be wholly honest with 
ourselves. 

The United States has not yet taken the 
irrevocable step—naval convoys for ship- 
ments of war materials—which would to a 
certainty lead to our physical involvement 
in the war, Before that awful step is taken, 
the whole problem must be most carefully 
and objectively reassessed. 

To do so is not merely a matter of simple 
patriotism. It is also our solemn duty to 
contemporary civilization, which would be 
wholly engulfed from the moment this coun- 
try actively joined hostilities. 


No greater responsibility has ever con- 
fronted America than that which falls to 
the lot of our generation. It is not dimin- 
ished, it. ig magnified, by the fact that the 
power of choice rests in our own hands. 
Unlike 1917, no attacks on American persons 
or property are forcing us into war. 
actuating factor is a pure assumption, con- 
vincingly denied by. many, that this step 
would be in our long-range national interest. 

That life would be more safe and more 
pleasant for Americans in the event of a 
British victory is incontestable. That a 
British victory can be achieved without un- 
limited American assistance is, however, 
highly improbable, That American assist- 
ance can in any case do more than avert 
British defeat is now doubtful. That even 
outright American participation in fighting 
could overthrow the dictatorships and turn 
the clock back in Europe and the Far Hast 
is, furthermore, most problematical. 

Those are the essential and generally ad- 


mitted elements in the problem. And from 


those elements the solution, if it is to be a 
solution, must be constructed. 

The improbability of British victory, as 
the tide is running, is the consideration 
underlined and emphasized by the events of 
the past two weeks. 


Heretofore it has been the practice to 


assume that-“measures short of war” on our 
part would of themselves suffice for the de- 
feat of Germany. Responsibility for that 
foolish but widely accepted assumption 

must be traced to a persistent but essential- 
ly stupid effort to minimize German 
strength and exaggerate German weakness. 

Misinformation to this effect has been so 
habitual that there is now roe Prose, an of 
a popular reaction leading to the equally 
false conclusion task ‘Weal Gerteany te in- 
vincible, 

The amazing success of the present Ger- 
man offensive lends itself to that interpre- 
tation. After the campaigns in Poland, Nor- 
way, the Low Countries and France, public 
opinion in this country should have been at 
least somewhat prepared for what happened 
in Pin fests and Libya and is now happen-

The plain facts are that Germany has suc- 
cessfully transported to Africa and is main- 
taining there an army which definitely 
threatens Egypt, the Suez Canal and all the 
inconsequential British victories in East 
Africa; that, without for a moment slacken- 
ing the “Battle of the Atlantic,” Hitler has 
with his left hand and in a single week 
shattered the Yugoslav resistance; that an- 
other and worse Dunkerque is now all too 
plainly threatened and that Russia, to say 
nothing of Turkey, hag been terrified into 
complete acquiescence in German policy. 

It is a gloomy picture, in no way rendered 
brighter by a Russo-Japanese treaty which 
writes off the Chinese cause ag lost, which 
openly recognizes the conquest of Man- 
churia: and unquestionably increases the 
Pacific. problems of the United States at a 
moment when all of our energies, if they are 
to be effective; must be concentrated in the 
Atlantic area. If this country is now the 
“arsenal of democracy,” then Russia is 
showing increasing disposition to play the 
same role for the dictatorships, whether 
because of, or in spite of, Moscow's very 
reasonable fear of German power, 


o . . 


But to conclude from this that Britain 
has lost the war would be as foolish, as ex- 
aggerated, as were the earlier vaporings 
about Nazi Germany being a hollow shell. 
As Viscount Halifax says, the British people 
have the courage te confront “ugly facts” 
and the strength to “look them squarely in 
the face.” It is now up to America to do 
the same, though the conclusions drawn 
may not and should not be a mere parroting 
of those of Winston Churchill. 

America should now abandon a bluffing 
which never fooled the Germans, whatever 
its effect on the unfortunate. youth who for 
less than a week occupied the toppled 


-throne of Yugoslavia. 


. Our officials in high places would hence- 


forth be well advised to talk less and say 


more. They know, and go do. the American 
people, that nothing short of a huge Ameri- 
can expeditionary force is now likely to 
dislodge the Germans from their conquests 
on the Oontinent of Europe. 

They know also that we do not have, and 
cannot within two years build, the wee 
which would be necessary to transport and 
gervice such a force. 

But it is known in addition, by none bet- 
ter than by the Nazi leaders, that this 


country can furnish increasing aid to Brit- 


ain and that the extent of this can make 
capitulation by that country, regardless of 


. what happens in the Mediterranean, most 


unlikely. 

Even if the British were forced to yield 
that inland sea, the withdrawal would 
strengthen their naval power in the At- 
lantic. And to offset the terrible rate of 
sinkings there is always the possible step of 
convoys by American warships. While that 
might well lead to war with Germany, it 
would probably be a conflict confined to 
naval action and therefore not very dam- 
aging to the United States, 


Recent developments, in consequence, do 
not diminish the value of the trump cards 
held by this country. On the contrary, 
they emphasize the underlying value of 
these cards. It begins to be clear to al- 
most everybody that Great Britain cannot 
defeat Germany without a degree of Ameri- 
can assistance which, whether or not desir- 
onic is wholly outside the field of the prac- 

But it also remains clear that Germany 
cannot defeat Britain as long as this coun- 
try furnishes a degree of aid which Ameri- 
can public opinion strongly backs. 

In this situation, the potential importance 
of the United States as a peacemaker is 
evident. The peace which we should attempt 
to sponsor before convoys are utilized would, 
of course, be negotiated. 

On the one hand, it would preserve the 
British Empire. On the other hand, it would

nique of verse and the cause of Irish letters, 
Reading these spontaneous, personal, opin- 
jonated expressions, one can understand 
their recipient's conviction that “Yeats, like 
rm true poets, is a frustrated man of ap 
| tion.” 

Approximately such is the opinion of 
Louis MacNiece, who, ironically (Yeats 
called him “an extreme radical”), is the 
author of the most substantial of the books 
in this notice. Poet and critic himself, Mr, 
MacNiece, without neglecting Yeats the 
man, renders acute, mature judgments con- 
cerning Yeats the poet. He evaluates anew 
Yeats’ early poems and relates them to the 
later development; he explains, while prop 
erly subordinating, certain sources and in 
fluences (Yeats was “enormously influenced 
by Pater”); he puts meaning into Yeats’ re 
current images and establishes an inter 
esting tTelationship between the poet's in 
tense. realism and the teeming visionary 
dreams which preoccupied him. 

In short, Mr. MacNiece contributes no’ 
tably to our understanding of a poet whose 
strength, integrity and zest have too often 


about his being “a mere reactionary, a man 
who wrote elegantly in an outmoded man 
ner and preached a gospel both obsolet 
and vicious.”

“Scattering Branches” and “Some Memo 
ries of W. B. Yeats” enable us further to 
see Yeats as others saw him. The former 
contains reminiscential, descriptive and an- 
alytical essays by Stephen Gwynn, Maud 
Gonne, Sir William Rothenstein, Lennoz 
Robinson, W. G. Fay, Edmund Dulac, F. 
R. Higgins, C. Day Lewis and L. A. @ 
Strong. They all comment warmly, in both 
recollective and critical vein. 

So does the Poet Laureate, in the last 
named volume, wherein are prose picture 
of Yeats and verse memorializing him, 
chief being a long poem called “Finn and 
the Chess-Men,” in which Masefield com 
pares Yeats to the ancient Irish King of 
Tara. 

Lovers of Yeats generally will 
these books for their diversified eccunnip 
tion of revelation and tribute.

CURB ON CONSUMER 
DEMANDS FORECAST 


Chester C. Davis Says Defense 
Program Paradoxically 
Threatens Itself.

Government action to prevent 
consumer demands from interfer- 


ing with defense production was 


forecast today by Chester C. Davis, 
president of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of St. Louis and member of 
the National Defense Advisory 
Commission. 

The nation’s armament program 
paradoxically is threatening itself, 
he told delegates to an American 
Bankers’ Association consumers’ 
credit conference gt Hotel Statler, 
by creating increased employment 
and purchasing power which are 
stimulating public demand for ev- 
ery variety of merchandise, pro- 
duction of which may hamper the 
defense effort. 

The situation, Davis said, “makes 
it clear that this country soon will 
be seriously considering plans to 
influence the terms and use of in- 
stallment credit,” which make pos- 
sible most purchases of automo- 
biles, housing, refrigerators, house- 
hold appliances, furniture and oth- 
er durable consumer goods. 

Frank T. Caldwell, general man- 
ager of the Associated Credit Bu- 
reaus of America, told the meeting 
the defense program already has 
instigated “the greatest movement 
of individuals and families from 
one part of the country to another 
than at any time since the west- 
ward migration of our pioneers.” 
The shift of workers to new fac- 
tory localities is mainly responsi- 
ble, he said.

the weapons which the arsenal 
produces. 

The situation in this respect is 
one which must be of grave con- 
cern to all Americans as well as 
to Britons. We have had it dem- 
onstrated to us over and over 
again, most recently in Greece and 
Yugoslavia, that bravery and de- 
votion are not enough, that mod- 
ern conditions of warfare demand 
modern weapons and equipment. 
This is a war of men and ma- 
chines; without the men, the 
trained, disciplined, determined 
men, the machines are useless; but 
without the machines, the men are 
helpless. 

All the dauntless courage of the 
chivalry of France could not pre- 
vail against the English arrow- 
shower at Crecy; the reckless brav- 
ery and overwhelming numbers of 
Montezuma’s hordes could not win 
against Cortez’s little band of ar- 
mored and disciplined warriors; 
nor could every advantage of ter- 
rain enable the splendid fighting 
men of Yugoslavia to defend their 
country against the armored spear- 
heads of the wehrmacht. Nor, in 
the end, will British hearts and 
British valor be able to prevail 
against the onslaught of Germany 
unless the planes, the tanks, the 
guns, the ammunition come in in- 
creasing flow from the arsenals 
which the Luftwaffe cannot reach 
—the arsenals of America. 

British officials have not seen 
fit to give us the facts; they have 
maintained an attitude of cheerful 
complacency, they have glossed 
over the bad news and empha- 
sized the good. Particularly in the 
matter of shipping losses, the cru- 
cial point of the whole situation, 
they have not given us a properly 
proportioned and accurate account 
of the real state of affairs. The 
reasons given for this are the need 
of keeping information from the 
enemy, and of holding up morale 
at home. But the Germans cer- 
tainly know what their raiders 
have accomplished, and there has 
been no suggestion that bad news 
ean have any chance of breaking 
down the magnificent spirit of the 
British people. 

Losses Already Dangerous. 

The crux of the matter is the 
tonnage actually available for the 
transport of vital cargo to Great 
Britain. This is affected not only 
by actual losses, but by tonnage 
laid up due to injuries, in congest- 
ed and bomb-raided British ship- 
yards. There is good reason to 
believe that the global figure of 
available tonnage has already sunk 
below the safety point. American 
correspondents who have access to 
officia} information on an “off-the- 
record” basis cannot avoid being 
struck by the contrast between the 

situation as thus perceived, and 
what the American people gener- 
ally seem to think is the case. 

It can be said without hesitation 
that if the present rate of sinkings 
continues—or, as is very likely, is 
accelerated—if no means is found 
of better protecting the vital sea 
lanes of Great Britain, of reducing 
shipyard congestion and increasing 
the actual operating tonnage, there 


Such means can consist only of 
more warships for convoy escort, 
more airplanes for patrol over the 
all-important waters of approach 
to Britain, more bomb- 
ers for attacking the German raid-

AT WAR NEXT DOOR; 
AIR RAID PRECAUTIONS 
AT CANADIAN PORTS 
Continued From Page One. 


The Royal Canadian Air 
Force keeps patrols out at sea as 
far as 300 miles and sometimes 
farther. The patrol starts out at 
“morning twilight,” which means 
in light sufficient for a pilot to 
see the outline of his hand with 
arm fully extended. The patrols 
go out with unfailing regularity 
regardless of weather, and my 
opinion is that it would be diffi- 
cult for hostile aircraft to get 
within. striking distance of the 
Canadian coast without being de- 
tected. 

Nevertheless, a corps of civilian 
spotters has been established and 
the appearance of all planes near 
the coast is instantly reported by 
telephone to a central command. 
One civilian spotter was absent 
one day from his post, attending 
a funeral. As the casket was be- 
ing lowered into the grave a plane 
circled overhead. The spotter has 
since arranged for one of his of- 
fice subordinates to watch the 
skies in case of sudden death in 
his family. 

A second civilian corps, similar 
to England’s. A. R. P., is being 
drilled in the use of bucket pumps 
and sand against incendiary 
bombs. Every few nights the skies 
in those Eastern ports are criss- 
crossed with beams of light, as 
anti-aircraft forces practice pick- 
ing up planes as high as 20,000 
feet. 


Blackout Rules. 

Defense reguiations provide that 
all householders shall pull down 
their shades at night and have no 
direct lighting visible. It’s a jail 
offense to leave home without ex- 
‘tinguishing all lights. When the 
sirens sound during a _ practice 
blackout, all lights in houses must 
be extinguished. A master switch 
in the power station cuts off all 
street lights. Automobile drivers 
must immediately pull up to the 
curb and switch off their head- 
lights. In the beginning, the prac- 
tice blackouts caused considerable 
confusion, but now they’re ac- 
cepted as a matter of course. And 
as patrol by air and sea has grad- 
ually been perfected the sirens 
sound less and less frequently. 


That there have been no sea 
raids on the Hast Coast is due 
very largely to the dogged work 
of the destroyers of the Eastern 
command, in charge of Commo- 
dore G. C. Jones.

In Germany’s foreign relations, 
it is directed at the few remaining 
“neutrals” in Europe. Yugoslavia, 
says the periodical, “deserted the 
common European front and treat- 
ed openly with the enemy.” This 
the magazine termed treason, and 
declared it was dealt with accord- 
ing to military law. There are ob- 
vious references to Switzerland and 
Turkey, urging them to profit by 
the example. 


“Bluff Unmasked’ 

“American bluff is unmasked,” 
said the article, “by European 
realities. The nimbus of omnipo- 
tence on the part of the Anglo- 
Saxon will subside to its actual di- 
mensions which no great, deter- 
— and courageous nation need 
ear. 

“In the same measure that the 
peoples. of Europe and the world 
have been impressed, up to now, by 
the Anglo-Saxon show of power, 
the settlement of the Yugoslav af- 
fair will have a sobering effect on 
them. Small nations will learn 
their duties toward»Hurope from 
the fate of Yugoslavia and 
Greece.” 


Comment on U. S. 


In what also may be a comment 
directed to Japan, the article adds, 
“the great Powers are provided an 
opportunity to evaluate more pre- 
cisely the English and American 
factor in their political delibera- 
tions. What is possible in Europe 
is possible elsewhere.” 

At the same time, the controlled 
press here is taking a more def- 
inite stand on America’s attempts 
to draw an ocean boundary be- 
tween the two hemispheres. It is 
reasonable to expect further de- 
velopment of this theme in the 
future. 

Today's Deutsche Allgemeine

sonnel is about two-thirds Dutch 
and one-third . Indonesian. The 
army contains about four natives 
to each Dutchman. There is no 
reason to doubt the dependability 


and efficiency of the navy and air 


force, However, the army, with its 
high proportion of Malays, is still 
an unproved quality. The Dutch 
expect much from these troops. 
Neutral observers are not as con- 
fident of the ability or the inclina- 
tion of the Malays to stand up 


under concentrated attack. 


The Dutch have based their strat- 
egy of defense on guerrilla tactics, 
not alone on land but in the air 
and on sea. The geographical \set- 
up is almost ideal. Java, where 
the main naval, military and ad- 
ministrative bases are situated, is 
screened against attack by hun- 
dreds of islands on the west, north 
and east. The year of preparation 
since the fall of Holland has given 
the Dutch time to establish many 
airports, submarine bases and 
naval anchorages for hit-and-run 
operations against a potential en- 


emy of superior strength. Emer- 


gency landing fields dot the archi- 
pelago and are being constantly 
augmented. There are 50 points 
where flying boats may be refueled 
and serviced. 


Borneo Oil Fields. 

Between Java and the Philip- 
pines lies the great land mass of 
Borneo, site of the richest oil fields 
in the islands. To attack these 
fields, the Japanese navy would 
have to pass through the Straits 
of Macassar, which is mined and 
provides a good hunting ground 
for submarines, The Dutch are 
counting much on their aero-en- 
gined torpedo boats, which they 
are turning out in their own dock- 
yards as fast as they can get the 
materials. These all-steel craft are 
capable of speeds up to 40 knots. 
The total lack of battleships is a 
serious weakness, 


The Dutch have neither the force 
nor the equipment to prevent a 
Japanese landing in the wild outer 
islands to the north. The best 
they could do would be to fight a 
delaying action with airplanes, sub- 
marines and mosquito boats. The 
main defensive effort would be re- 
served for this island of Java, 
heart and soul of the East Indies 
defensive system. Here most of 
the army is concentrated. The in- 
terlude since the fall of Holland 
has enabled the Dutch to strength- 
en their defenses at places where 
surprise landings might be attempt- 
ed. The lesson of Holland’s experi- 
ence is seen in the forest of bam-

HE big problem now confront- 

ing canary bird fanciers in the 

United States is not the re- 
spective merits of various brands 
of bird seed, gravel, and cuttle- 
bone, but whether or not the war 
is going to cause a serious short- 
age of their favorite pets. It is a 
matter of statistics that no birds 
have been imported from Europe 
since February, 1940, but Amert- 
can breeders have intimated that 
there is enough home talent to put 
a canary in every cage. 

Being something of a bird lover, 
we hunted us up a usually rell- 
able source in the person of Gates 
“Red” Halfin, proprietor of the 
National Pet Shop, and found him 
not at all cagey in hig replies 
and reassurances, 

“American bird raisers can sup- 
ply all the canaries necessary,” 
he said. “We won't have to im- 
port them. Right now there are 
women all over the country, rais- 
ing birds as a profitable pastime. 
We ourselves have 22,000 breeders 
listed in our files, and they earn 
from $400 to $2000 a year raising 
canaries, just for us, one dealer. 
Our problem is not a problem of 
shortage but a problem of pro- 
tecting these American bird 
breeders. We can meet the de- 
mand but we can’t raise birds as 
cheaply as the imported ones. 

“Our biggest problem is the 
birds now coming from China and 
Japan, which are less hardy birds 
and not likely to be as good 
singers, because they are not ac- 
customed to the gestures .and 
voices of Americans, nor to the 
kinds of cages and foods used 
here. Since there is only a 50-cent 
duty on these birds, they can be 
sold cheaper than the American 
product, and that causes us a 
real problem.” 


If this Oriental menace is cleared 
up, the American bird industry, 
after many years of ups and 
downs, may finally come into its 
own. Chief competitors of home- 
raised canaries have .always been 
the German canary, for Germany 
-in good years imported as many 
as 750,000 birds. English birds 
*were also imported, their variety 
larger and more colorful, though 
not as good singers, as* English 
breeders have always raised birds 
for size and color, rather than 
song. 

“Bird raising in this country 
started as a hobby,” Francis Schiff, 
also of the National Pet Shop, told 
us. “Years ago, people coming 
from Europe, brought their cana- 
ries along and many women found 
enjoyable employment breeding ca- 
naries in their kitchens and base- 
ments. European breeders raised 
better birds—because of bird clubs 
and bird shows there. But it was 
difficult to keep the European 
birds alive for long in this country, 
so soon bird breeders and fanciers 
decided to try to raise birds from 
youngsters to get better, longer- 
lived birds. They did so well that 
when bird clubs were finally 
formed here and American birds 
began to compete against the Eu- 

pean, it was found the American 

irds outpointed the others. 


“During the World War when no 
importationg came over, American- 
raised canaries brought as high 
at $15 and $25 wholesale. Follow- 
ing the war, people went in for 
canary-breeding on a larger scale, 
but Europe again started to ship

large quantities of birds, and 
prices .went down as low as $1.98. 


The industry was nearly stultified, 


except as a hobby.” 

Now with importations again cut 
down, American birds are getting 
their chance. American breeders 
claim that their birds are hardier, 
healthier, and live an average of 
eight years, instead of the two and 
three year average life of imported 
birds. Besides every-day yellow 
in American canaries, you ¢an get 
green, spotted, white, blue and cin- 
namon colored birds and breeders 
are experimenting to get a red ca- 
nary.

REAK hands are not only ex-

ment. Take today’s deal for ex 
ample. It occurred in the team-of- 
four event in the recent Florida 


contest it is one team against one 
other team. Whichever gets more 
points on a given board (10 more 
points or 2000 more) wins one 
match. 

The first time the board was 
played, the bidding proceeded: 
West North East South 
Pass Pass 1 diamond 2 diam’nds 
3 diamonds 3 spades Pass 5 spades 
6 clubs Pass Pass Pass (!) 

I cannot explain West's six club 
bid except as an attempt to throw 
dust in the. opponents’ eyes, Obvi- 
ously, West expected to be dow 
bled; he then would run to six dia- 
monds. South, however, did a bit 
of figuring when thé six club bid 
reached him. His side was not 
vulnerable; the opponents were. A 
spade small slam would be worth 
980 points, but it looked as though 
this score could be surpassed by 
letting West play the hand at siz 
clubs, undoubled. Hence South 
calmly passed. 

Of course South’s decision was 
correct, but a strange thing hap- 
pened. North, who should have 
read the situation perfectly and 
opened a trump (thereby defeating 
West 12 tricks), chose to lead the 
spade king. Dummy ruffed and 
a diamond trick was cashed, If 
declarer had been able to enter his 
own hand he could have ruffed an- 
other spade, but he had taken his 
last trick and was down 1000 
points, ‘This seemed satisfactory 
to North-South, who knew that 980 
points would have been their limit 
at six spades. To their astonish- 
ment and horror, however, this is 
what happened at the other table: 

The bidding was the same up to 
and including East's pass over 
three spades, but at that point 
South jumped all the way to six 
spades. Now it was East who 
ruined his own team in his choice 
of opening leads. Overimpressed 
by South's original cue bid in dia- 
mionds, ,Hast. decided to make & 
surprise opening and selected a 
low heart. Needless to say, that 
was the last time his side got on 
lead. North-South took 13 tricks 
and, by go doing, earned not 960, 
ba 1010 points, thus winning the 
board by 10 points!
